speaks of the origin and progress of efforts to proinete tem- 
perance in the Sandwich Isiands. 


When some of us first entered this field, the plague 
was raging. With its victims we could not reason.— 
The word of God was unknown to the native popula- 
tion,—the love of character, the fear of disgrace, the 
danger of descending from affluence to poverty, the 
value of domestic peace, were motives that could not | 
move a Sandwich Islander to abandon the beastly hab- | 
it of drunkenness, nor Withhold the youth, nor even | 


the females of rank, from gratifying the vicious thirst! 


for ardent spirits. In this dilemma, in the early part of 
1822, we watched the movements of the enemy, but 
could make neither the weapons of reason nor of scrip- 
ture bear upon him. I hazarded my life (perhaps un- 
warrantably), in a measure which convinced the na- 
tion [had some reason which I deemed weighty, for 
opposing drunkenness. As one of the tempters and 
companions of the king brought a bottle of spirits to 
him, before he presented it | took it from his hand, as 
if it had been the firebrand of an incendiary, reversed 
it, resting its open mouth upon the mat, on the ground; 
signifying that I preferred the earth should drink the | 
poison rather than the king, whose salvation I was! 
seeking, and that I was willing to forego his favor, if 1 

could but restrain him from this evil. The offended 

monareh turned pale with anger, and his attendants, 

who stood ready to obey bim, expected him to order 

me to be slain instantly, The Queen led me out of his 

presence to avoid the catastrophe, till he had time to 
collect himself. He soon after ordered for me a sup- 
pers and | continued my attentions to him as before. 
I'he Lord delivered me from the danger. And the} 
chiefs of the natiot’ did, and do still, look upon the 

measure a8 a most convincing proof of my desire to 
promote his good, and the good of the country; and 

the sagacious Pitt of Hawaii finished, a few days after 
that event, his last sacrifice to Bacchus. But it is the 

gospel which in its progress here has stayed the plague. 

The rulers who have embraced the gospel, generally 

oppose intemperance. 

Our churches are all (ex officio, | might say) tem- 
perance societies, and are prepared to take the bigh 
ground of the more enlightened churehes in your coun- 
try. Allour numerous schools are nurseries of tem- 
perance., 
ness; but knowing the weakness of human law, and 
aware that voluntary abstinence on account of princi- 
ple, or a desire to do right, is much better than con- 
straint, we treat the subject in the same manner that we 
should if there were no human law respecting it. Our 
mission, though not always orthodox on this subject, is 
now virtually a temperance society; and independent 
of it, the natives have one of their own, in which mem- 
bers of our native churches unite on the general prin- 
ciples of entire abstinence. 

The minutes of the monthly meetings of their execu- 
tive committee would be a curiosity, but I shall not 
have room nor is it necessary, to give more than one 


or two particulars respecting Honolulu, the seat of the | 


Beast, which contains about 8,000 natives, and 180 
foreigners. At their first monthly meeting, in May, 
1831, the committee reported 30 cases of intoxication 
observed among the foreigners, or one to 6; and 8 
among the natives,or one to 2,668! This report is 
not supposed to accord precisely with the actual state 
of facts at this place; but let the numbers above repre- 
sent the 
Islands at large,one to 6 for the foreign residents is not, 
it is presumed, too large, or one to 2,666 for the na- 
tives too small. It is presumed moreover that while 
four fifths of the remaining foreign population use ar- 
dent spirits as a luxury, 2665 of the natives do not use 
the article at all, No native is known to deal in that 
article for gain, nor does the government grant licen- 
ces to foreigners who continue to expose it for sale, or 
to give it away, as suits their purpose best.

On its rejection, was an express dispatched to 
Liverpool, which was deeply engaged in the slave 
trade at that time, and reached there at midnight, and 
the whole city was illuminated. A thrill of joy went 
through the city, that a traffic could be continued, 
more esninalte than any other that the ingenuity of 
man ever invented. But the public mind had ~begun 
to move against it, and it was soon abolished, and the 
traffic pronounced piracy by England and America.

NEGOTIATION WITH THE CHEROKEES, 

We publish below the letter of Lewis Cass, secreta- 
ry of war, to the Cherokees, containing the general 
basis on which he proposes to enter into a treaty for 
the removal of the Cherokees west of the Mississippi; 
and the answer of the Cherokee Council, beld at Red 
Clay, signed by all the members of the Council, whose 
names we have necessarily ornitted to annex. Mr, Ches- 
ter who was appointed by the Secretary to be the bearer 
of this letter, we understand, was instructed to deliver 
it to those who may be authorized to receive it, and in 
aecordance with his instructions delivered the letter to 
the principal Chief of the Cherokee Nation, and it was 
by him submitted to the Council, These proceedings 
of the U. States messenger seem to us to “ee in 
the amplest manver tbe sovereignty of the Cherokee 
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If you are prepared to assume these itions as 
the basis of a negotiation, you can appoint your agents 
to come on to this e, clothed with authority to act, 
or the President will appoint Commissioners to meet 
ysu in Council and conclude the affair, 

I cannot but hope, that you will see, in this frank and 
liberal offer, full evidence of the desire of the Presi- 
dent, that the difficulties of your present situation may 
be removed, and your future destinies placed beyond 
the reach of those causes which have occasioned such 
misery to the Indian race.

ing a lever connected with the steam cock of the boiler, | 
und procdeded through Stratford, up the hill to the 
Green Man, on the Forest, at the steady pare of eight, 
miles an hour. He then turned short, and returned to} 
the factory within forty minutes, after running about} 
seven miles in the pleasantest manner, and with a per-} 
feet sense of security to every one in the carriage.
